President Mitchell Delivers His 


Annual Report and Re- 


views Strike. 


WAR FUND OF THE UNION 


Over $1,000,000 in Treasury 


-An Officer Points Out 


Political Power. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 20.—The first 


thing on today's program at the 
miner's national convention was the 
reading of John Mitchell's annual re- 
port. The convention met promptly 
at 9 o'clock, with 900 delegates in 
their seats. 
Mr. Mitchell received 


the closest attention. 
His report, 


which was voluminous, was in part 
is follows: 


MITCHELL'S ADDRESS. 


President Mitchell began his ad- 


dress by impressing upon the dele- 
gates the interest committed to their 


Of the many important events af- 


fecting the interest and welfare of 
the toilers of the country, he said, 
the anthracite coal strike stood pre- 
eminent. 


Vital principles 
were 
at stake 


which i£ defeated would have given 
to the American labor movement 
shock from which it would have re- 
quired years to rally and recover. 
After giving a brief history of the 
great strike, including the effort of 
the Civic Federation to settle the 
controversy between the miners and 
the operators, the appointment of 
tho strike commission by President 
Roosevelt, of which Judge 
George 


3ray is the head, and tho white house 
conferences, Mr. Mitchell continued: 


"It would, of course, be improper 


at this time for me to comment upon 
the investigation 
now being con- 


ducted by the anthracite coal strike 
commission more than to say that 
its members are eminent men in 
whose impartiality and Judgment I 
have full confidence.. 
""Firm in my opinion of our obilr 
ity to demonstrate the justice of our 
llalms, I have no fear of tho out- 
come." 


The fao.t that strikes were becom- 


ing lesn numerous, Mr. Mitchell said, 
was d'-.e to the operator, of the joint 
Agreements. ' Local 
and 
general 


jtrikes, ho said, occurred more often 
In districts where the operators re- 
fused to recognize the organization 
or treat with its accredited officers. 


RELATIONS MORE CORDIAL. 


"~ Mr. Mitchell continued: 


"With each succeeding year the 


relations become more cordial 
be- 


tween tho operators and miners in 
tl'ose districts where 
trade agree- 


ments exist and the bond of mutual 
confidence and respect 
perceptibly 


increases. 
That tho business rela- 


tionship now existing will continue 
and grow as time goes 
on is my 


earnest hope and confident expecta- 


Concerning the incorporation 
of 


trade unions, Mr. Mitchell submitted 
an opinion by Clarence S. Darrow, of 
Chicago, attorney for the miners be- 
fore the strike commission, in which 
the following sentences occur: 


"The demand for the incorporation 


of trade unions is the last trench of 
those who oppose organized labor. 
It is impudent and presumptuous. 
No friends of trade unionism ever 
believed in it or advocated it or called 
for it. 
It is demanded 
today by 


those interests and 
those enemies 


who havo used every means at their 
command to oppose trade unionism, 
to counteract its influence and de- 
stroy it. 


"How the labor organizations shall 


manage their own affnira is not the j 
business of the corporations or the 
employers. 
This new 
demand for 


the incorporation of labor unions is 
not only unjust and 
unreasonable, 


but it is impudent and insulting to 
the last degree " 


SPEAKS OF INJUNCTIONS. 


Referring 
to 
injunctions, 
Mr. 


Mitchell said: 


"Government by injunction is one 


of the most insidious, harassing and 
dangerous methods resorted to by 
the enemies of the workingmen to 
destroy labor organizations and to 
circumvent the constitutional right 
of trial by jury. The whole system 
of government by injunction grows 
from the distrust of the ultra fhpi- 
talists for democratic institutions. 


"The reasons given for the issuing 


of injunctions are always mislead- 
ing and generally false. 
So far as 


these injunctions are issued in labor 
cases they are never issued excepting 
in such cases as call for the exercise 
of the criminal law. 


"Government by injunction is^not 


only hostile to organized labor, " 
it is hostile to constitutional libo1 


the American people do not chi 


this arbitrary power it will result in 
the annihilation of labor unions and 
then of all other forms of associa- 
tions disliked by capitalists." 


In closing, Mr. Mitchell said: 
"I desire to thank each official col- 


league, each officer and member of 


i our union for his assistance and sup- 


port during the past year and to ask 
the indulgence of our delegates in the 
conduct of the convention." 


At the conclusion of Mr. Mitchell's 


report Secretary Wilson submitted his 
report. 


SECRETARY'S REPORT. 


Mr. Wilson dwelt at length on 


many ^phases of the great anthracite 
strike. In the matter of relief funds, 
he said that "the total amount do- 
nated by the different branches of our 
organization was $258,343.94. 
Tha 


total amount received from the spec- 
ial anthracite assessment was $1,- 
967,026.04, making a total of ?2,- 
225,370.23 from the members of the 
United 
Mine Workers. 
To this 


amount must be added $419,954.14 
donated by the trades unions and the 
public, making a grand total of $2,- 
045,324.42."

injection of nitrate of silver.

injection in use is one cubic centi- 
meter of a 10 per cent, solution of 
nitrate of silver to 1,000 cubic cen- 
timeters of sterilized water. From 
400 to 1,000 cubic centimeters con- 
stitute an injection. The injection 
is generally made in the large vein 
at the elbow.

A PBIEOITEB OF COLOB.

Americans on Island Will Not 


Submit to Taxation by Cu- 


ban Government 


.New York, Jan. 
20.—Three hun- 


dred American citizens, property 
owners and residents of the Isle of 
Pines, says the Herald's Havana cor- 
respondent, are preparing to resist 
forcibly, If necessary, any further 
exercise of sovereignty there by the 
Cuban government. Formal demand 
has been made upon Minister Squiers 
for the protection due to American 
citizens on American territory and 
Mr. Squiers is conferring with Presi- 
dent Palma. 


American residents on the island 


say they own and occupy more than 
two-thirds of the land there. They 
assert that the Cuban government is 
levying oppressive and 
unlawful 


taxes in the Isle of Pines and spend- 
ing the 'proceeds in the Island of 
Cuba. Administration of justice in 
the Isle of Pinee is said to be un- 
reliable. 
The protesting Americans 


say they have settled in the island 
with their families and mean to stay. 
Before investing their money in the 
purchase and improvement of real 
estate they received 
official assur- 


ances from Washington that the Islo 
of Pines Tsras territory of the United 
States. They refuse to pay further 
taxes to the Cubans 
and ask that 


steps be immediately taken to estab- 
lish a government in the island tin- 
der American authority. 


The situation is becoming seriou 


and an open rupture is likely to oc- 
cur if President Palma sends ru 
guards to the Isle of Pines to en- 
force collection of taxes.

canal boats and tho bank of the canil 
were on a level 
with the adjacent 


grounds and the engine and rails to 
be used in the construction of. the 
road, which came from tho cost via 
Toledo and tho canal, could be easily 
unloaded. 
Hero in the latter part of 


June, the ^flrst locomotive t-n rtaoli 
tho city was -unloaded. It was sent 
here to handle the work train in the 
construction of the road eastward to 
a point of connection with that por- 
tion of the line then well under v/ay 
from Crestline, and vtho 
boat that 


brought the engine also brought a 
number of rails. 
For many weeks 


there were lively scenes about that 
canal dock, almost every incoming 
westbound boat hp.ving some rail- 
way construction material to set off 
there. 
The "Lima," as the engine 


was called, was a never ceasing won- 
der to the people, most of whom had 
never sesn a locomotive before. This 
ons was a diminutive affair compared 
with thu E-2 
auii other 
standard 


types of locomotives of today. 
It 


was built in Boston and was of the 
typo known as the "Souther" engine. 
It weighed about 36,000 pounds, hncl 
drive wheels fifty-four inches iri di- 
ameter and cylinders 10x16 inches. 
William Wohlfort was its engineer, 
while Samuel Slagle was the fire- 
man. 
Tha writer is unable to learn 


anything of the movements of Mr. 
Wohlfort after leaving the service 
of the road at its completion, but is 
Informed that Samuel Slagle became 
an engineer and was employed in the 
train service until 1870. when he 
was killed in a wreck at Wanntah. 


THE ROADS CONSOLIDATED. 
In the meantime the projectors of 


the Fort Wayne and 
Chicnj^o rontl 


were actively at work and four yeirs 
fif ter the completion of the Ohio and j 
Indiana, road, that road was com- j 
pletad, connecting Fort Wayne and j 
Chicago by 
rail. 
While this road I 


was in course 
of construction, 
on j 


May 6, 1856, the Pennsylvania and ! 
Ohio, the Ohio and Indiana and the! 
Port Wayne and Chicago roads were 
consolidated under the name of tho 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
road. . According to the Fort Wayne 
Sentinel, issued December 4. 185S, 
the first through passenger train be- 
tween Pittsburg and Chicago \vont 
Into service December 1 of that year. 
When the roads wnix> completed, the 
Columbia street station was abandon- j 
ed and a station established at ths i 
site of the present depot.

Some time pricr to ths erection of 


the roundhouse and little machine 
shop mentioned 
in the 
foregoing 


lines, Samuel Hnnna donated to the 
company twenty acres of. land east 
of Hnnna street for shop and yard 
purposes, and when the buildings re- 
ferred to were erected thereon, it was 
with the intention of making them 
the nucleus of greater improvements 
in the future. 
The rapidly increas- 


ing traffic of the road and the conse- 
quent increasing demand upon the 
shops made it advisable to secure, it- 
possible, greater shop facilities with- 
out awaiting their erection.
